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is  the  (lay  and  age  of  the  Modern  Kitchen.

No  longer  is  the  present  generation  of  cooks,  pro¬ 
fessional  or  amateur,  content  to  walk  a  mile  for  a  skil¬ 
let  or  to  tediously  carve  a  batch  of  string  beans.  The 
washboard  makes  way  for  the  electric  washer;  the 
broom,  for  the  vacuum  cleaner.  A  hearty  greeting  has 
'met  the  perfection  of  any  tool  that  accomplishes  the 
necessary  task  more  pleasantly,  more  rapidly,  more 
easily.  The  part  played  in  this  development  by  Lewis 
&  Conger  has  been  to  encourage,  stimulate  and  im¬ 
prove  the  things  that  are  deserving  and  desirable, 
while  occasionally  curbing  the  things  which  were 
inefficient  or  extreme. 

Under  these  circumstances  it  is  but  natural  that  we 
should  receive  many  requests  for  a  list  of  our  recom¬ 
mendations  for  a  modern  kitchen.
